The American Forestry Congress at 
its last meeting prepared a bill to bo 
presented at the coining sossion of Con­ 
gress for the protection aud adminis 
tratiou of tho forests on tho public do­ 
main. 
It provides for a new bureau in 
tho Department of tho Interior, to bo 
under tho control of a Commissioner of 
Forests, who shall be appointed as 
other bureau officers aro by the Presi­ 
dent, subject to confirmation by the 
Senate. 
The Commissioner of Forests 
is given general jurisdiction of the 
public forests and is empowered to ap­ 
point four Assistant Commissioners— 
one from the Pacific Slope,ono from the 
eastern slope of the Rocky Mountains, 
ono from the States east of tho 100th 
meridian and one from any place where 
ho can bo found who shall be an ex pert 
in the science of forestry . 
The pro­ 
posed law further provides that the 
forest lands still remaining of the pub­ 
lic domain shall be divided inti> three 
classes, including, first, lands distant 
from tho headwaters 
of important 
streams covered by timber of commer­ 
cial value, more valuable for forest 
purposes than for cultivation; second, 
lauds paritully or wholly covered by 
t.mber, 
but 
suitable for 
home­ 
steads 
and 
more 
valuable 
for 
agricultural 
purposes 
than 
for timber; and third, mountainous or j 
other woodlands, which for climate, 
economic or public reasons should be j 
held permanently as forest reserves. 
The timber o n the lands of the first aud I 
second class is to be appraised sepa- 
j 
ratal v irom tho value of the laud and to 
j 
be sold either with the land or on tho 
stump, as the department may direct 
from time to time, while tho lands of 
tht* third class shall constitute the per­ 
manent forest reserves, not open to sale 
or occupation at all.

One hundred y ears ago, what a man 
discovered in the arts or mechanics, he 
concealed. 
Workmen were put upon 
oath never to reveal the processes used 
by their employ ers. 
Doors were kept 
closed, artisans going out were searched 
and visitors were vigorously ex cluded 
from admission, and false operations 
blinded the workmen themselves. The 
my steries of every craft were hedged in 
by quickset fences of empirical proten­ 
sion and judicial affirmation. 
The roy al manufactories of porcelain, 
for ex ample, were long carried on in 
Europe with a spirit of jealous ex clu­ 
siveness. 
His Majesty , of Sax ony , was 
especially circumspect. 
Not content 
with tho oath of secrecy imposed upon 
his work people, he would n ot’abate 
his kingiy suspicion in favor of a 
brother monarch. 
Neither king nor 
king’s delegate might enter within the 
tabooed walls of Meissen. 
What is commonly called the “Dres­ 
den porcelain—-that ex quisite pottery 
of which the world has never seen the 
like—was produced for 200 y ears by a 
process that neither the bribery of 
princes nor the garrulity of operatives 
ever revealed. 
There used to be, close by Temple 
Bar, in London, an old chemist’s shop. 
I he proprietor of it, in day s gone by , 
enjoy ed the monopoly of making citric 
acid. 
More favorably circumstanced* 
than other secret manufacturers, his 
was a process that required no assist­ 
ance. He employ ed no workmen. 
Ex ­ 
perts came to sample, and assort, and 
bottle his products. 
They never en­ 
tered the laboratory . 
The my stic op­ 
erations by which he grew rich were 
confined to himself. 
One day , having locked tho doors and 
blinded the windows, sure, as usual, of 
the safety of his secret, our chemist 
went home to his dinner. 
A chimney 
sweep, or a boy disguised as such, wide 
awake in chemistry , was on the watch. 
I ollowing the secret keeper so far on 
his way to Charing Cross as to be sure 
ho would not return that dav, the sooty 
philosopher hied rapidly back to Tem­ 
ple Bar, ascended the low building, 
dropped down the fiue, saw all he 
wanted and returned, carry ing with him 
the my stery of making citric acid. Tho 
monopoly of the inventor was gone. 
A few months after and tho price of 
the article was reduced by four-fifths. 
The poor man w'as heart-broken and 
died shortly afterward, ignorant of the 
trick by which lie had been victimized. 
Like Miss Tabitha Bramble when in ­ 
formed that the thunder had spoiled 
two barrels of beer in her cellar, he 
might have said, “How the thunder 
should get there, when the cellar was 
double locked, I can’t comprehend. ” 
Tho manufacture of tinware in E n ­ 
gland originated in a stolen secret. Few 
readers need to be informed that tin­ 
ware is simply thin iron, plated with 
tin by being dipped into the molten 
metal. 
In theory it is an easy matter 
to clean the surface of iron, dip it into 
a bath of boiling tin, and remove it, 
enveloped with the silvery metal, to a 
place for cooling. 
In practice, however, the process is 
one of tho most difficult of the arts. 
It 
was discovered in Holland, and guarded 
from publicity with the utmost vigil­ 
ance for nearly half a century . England 
tried in vain to discover tho secret until 
3 ames Sherman, a 
Cornish 
miner, 
crossed the Channel, insinuated him­ 
self surreptitiously into a tin-plate man­ 
ufactory , made himself master of the 
secret, and brought it back home. 
The history of east steel presents a 
curious instance of a manufacturing se­ 
cret stealthily obtained under the cloak 
of an appeal to philanthropy . 
The 
main distinction between iron and steel 
as most people know, is that the latter 
contains carbon. 
The one is being 
converted into the other by being 
heated for a considerable time iu con­ 
tact with powdered charcoal in an iron 
box . 
Now, steel thus made is unequal. 
I ho middle of the bar is moro carbon­ 
ized than the ends, and tho surface 
more than the center. 
It is, therefore, 
unreliable. Nevertheless, before the in­ 
vention of cast stool there was nothin0, 
better.

While thus arguing that in our d ar 
one ot the chief feelings connected w ith 
relics of the great dead is the hunger 
for a sense of reality in connection with 
the men of the past, which can only be 
satisfied by some material link—of 
which a portion of the actual bodv is 
-he .he most perfect—we must notj of 
course, leave out 
q£ sight the fact that 
¡n all probability the ¿ceiiar that the 
human body is in itself sacieu has a 
good deal to do with the sense of re­ 
ligion which attaches to relics of the 
dead. 
If we have an instructive feel­ 
ing toward the preservation of ^he hu­ 
mani body geuerally , this feeling is no 
doubt intensified in the case of those 
whom we reverence from any cause; 
and thus the desire to keep relics of the 
great dead, which still at this day sur­ 
vives much 
cy nicism, 
is 
probably 
dimly connected, though in a way not 
recognized, with other religious "feel­ 
ings. 
The manner in which this in ­ 
stinct for preserving the body seems to 
nave grown up in the human mind is 
curious. 
In its most intense form we 
find it among Egy ptians. 
It is not too 
5r-li , w ?ay t,iat in the valley of the 
iN ue half the energy of the living was 
devoted to the preservation of the 
dead. 
The Egy ptians were possessed 
of an active belief in the ex istence of the 
soul after death. 
The ultimate pros­ 
pects of immortality depended, how­ 
ever, on whether or not the body could 
be preserved. 
After death the soul 
passed a vast period of time in ex ­ 
piatory journey s in the nether world. 
Ihese journey s over it returned to oc­ 
cupy the body before abandoned. 
An 
imperative necessity was thus cast upon 
all those who valued an after life 
to prepare means of embalming so per­ 
fect and tombs so secure, that when 
the body was again required, the soul 
might find it ready . 
To the Greeks 
and Romans, to \vhomthe nether world 
was but a laud of shadows, the preser­ 
vation of the body was not a necessity ; 
and accordingly , like the Hindoo's, 
they burnt their dead. 
With Chris­ 
tianity came the idea of the resurrec­ 
tion of the body , and so of its sacred- 
ness and the necessity of its preserva- 
« on from detraction . 
Though the 
spiritual application which the idea 
soon received—that of continuous iden­ 
tity m a non-material state—prevented 
the notion from having the effect it had 
in Egy pt, there can be no doubt that in 
the earlier centuries of Christian his­ 
tory it had much to do with the gTowth 
of the worship and preservation of 
relics. 
If we turn from tho more re­ 
stricted theme of the relics of the dead 
to relics of the past in general, 
it is 
curious to notice how deeply they have 
often affected men’s minds. 
The First 


In 1760 there lived at Attorcliffe.near 
Sheffield, a watchmaker named Hunts­ 
man. 
Ho became dissatisfied with the 
watch springs in use, and sot himself to 
« 
making them homogenous. 
If, ’ thought he, “I can make apiece of 
steel and east it into an ingot its com­ 
position should bo tho 
out. 
He succeeded. 
His steel soon 
same through- 
succeeded.

became famous. Huntsman’s ingots for 
fine work wore in universal denvm.i 
universal demand. 
He did not call them cast steel. 
That 
was his secret. 
About 1770 a large manufactory of 
tins peculiar steel was established at 
Vttercliffe, 
Tho process 
was then 
wrapped in secrecy by every means 
within reach 
true and faithful men 
aired, the work divided and subdivided, 
arge wages paid and stringent oaths 
administered. 
It cl it i not answer. 
One mid-winter night, as the tall 
himney s of the Attercliffe steel work * 
iclohed forth thoir smoko, a traveler 
.cnockod at the gate. 
It was bitterly 
cold, the snow fell fast, and the wind! 
howled across tho moat. The stranger I 
apparently a plowman or agricultural! 
laborer, seeking shelter from the storm, 
awakeued no suspicion. 
Scanning the f 
way farer closely , and moved by motives I 
of humanity , tho foreman granted his 
request and let him in. 
F eigning to be worn out with cold 
and fatigue, the poor fellow sank upon 
the floor, and soon appeared to be 
asleep. 
I hat, however, was far from 
his intention. He closed his ey es ap­ 
parently only . 
Ho saw' workmen cut 
bars of steel into bits, place them in 
crucibles, a nd thrust the crucibles into 


America n Pea rls. 
Pearls are produced in some of the 
umos (fresh-water mussels), of which 
there are many hundred species, espe­ 
cially those found in the fresh-water 
brooks traversing a limestone country . 
I he first pearl of anv note 
Av a .s the 
famous “Crown Pearl,” found by a 
shoemaker, Daniel Howell, while col­ 
lecting some of these mussels in Notch 
near Paterson, Now Jersey , 
.This w as purchased by Alessrs. Tiffany 
& Co., for $1,500 in 18 50, and led to 
the great pearl ex citement. 
Millions of 
unios were collected, and many thou­ 
sands of pearls found, and some of them 
very fine ones. 
One, however, which 
weighed nearly four hundred grains, 
and would perhaps have beon the finost 
pearl of modern times, was destroy ed 
by cooking tho mussel. 
They have 
since then been fished out as far west 
as Ohio. 
At Way nesville and other 
places on tho Little Aliami River many 
fine pearls have been found, and moro 
recently fine ones have been found in 
Kentucky , Tennessee, and Tex as. One 
single firm lias purchased over $100,000 
worth of pearls found east of Tex as. 
The pearls aro rarely entirely round, 
usually a little oblong, button-shaped, 
flat on the back, and imitating everv 
conceivable form, such as beetles, fish 
bird wings, aud often have had thii 
feature assisted in the mounting of 
enamel and gold, after the manner of 
Dinglinger pearls at tho famous Dres­ 
den Green Vaults. 
The color is rarely 
a true white, usually pink or bluish, 
often iridescent. The nacre is smoother, 
j if any thing, than in the Oriental pearls,’ 
ami they are otten more beautiful; sin­ 
gle pearls have been sold for over 
$2,030, 
Only one pearl of any kind is found 
in a hundred shells, and usually one* ' 
a thousand of any value, 
so tliat it 
not a very profitable pursuit, 
Tlie 
discriminate killing of the mussels in 
fishing and by poisonous sewage will 
eventually lend to thoir ex termination. 
I lie greatest destroy ers,, however, are 
the hogs, which kill off whole banks in 
a single low tide, 
Pearls are also 


Napoleon, who never neglected anv 
means by which he might influence hu­ 
man nature, so as to make it more 
pliable for his purposes, recognized 
very clearly the sentimental influence 
which could be ex ercised in this way . 
r or instance, before setting out for 
Boulogne to arrange for the invasion of 
England he had the Bay eux tapestry 
wrought to Paris and ex posed to view 
m the Palace Roy al, in order that tho 
people of Paris might be inspired by 
the sight of the tapestry made to com­ 
memorate what ho chose with a fine dis­ 
regard of history and ethnology to re­ 
gard as a previous conquest of England 
by Franco. 
Not content with this, lie 
professed, while encamped at Boul­ 
ogne, to have found a coin of Julius 
Ciesar and the arms of one of William 
the Conqueror’s followers. 
It is gro­ 
tesque to read of, but Napoleon did 
right not only to rely upon his soldiers’ 
credulity , but upon the effect of touch­ 
ing their imaginations. 
It was tho 
best possible means of bringing home 
to his men the lesson he desired to 
teach them—that France 
had con­ 
quered England before and would con­ 
quer her again -to show them the 
arms which one of the conquerers had 
loft on the very spot from which a suc­ 
cessful invasion 
had actually been 
made. 
The restoration of Napoleon s 
body to France helped to revive the 
Napoleonic cult as no other incident 
did, and all Germany feels the stronger 
and fuller of continuous life because 
the Emperor addresses his Parliament 
from the throne pressed by tho feet of 
Charlemagne.

stances might be give of how great has 
been the effects of relics on mankind.

Scarlet fev er commen ces with a sore 
throat, an d the rash appears as a gen ­ 
eral redn ess of the sk in , an d shows 
itself first abou t the n eck an d chest 
Diphtheria 
begin s 
with 
mark ed 
weak n ess, an d the in flammation in tho 
back part of the mou th soon has a pe­ 
cu liar smell, as of pu trid meat. 
In n o case shou ld either of these 
diseases be tru sted to home treatmen t. 
While the phy sician look s after the 
cu re of the patien t the frien ds shou ld 
activ ely co-operate in prev en tin g the 
spread of the disease, n ot on ly in the 
whole matter of disin fection , bu t in 
completely isolatin g tho child u n til the 
possibility of commu n icatin g in fection 
is ov er.

Some forms of ophthalmia (in flam­ 
mation of the ey es) are v ery con tagiou s, 
an d may be commu n icatod from child 
to child at school 
Teachers shou ld be 
the look ou t in this matter.

The damage to railway stock is estimated

Terrible scenes of suffering were witnessed 
at the wreck. 
'I lie rnen buried in the debris 
were frozen badly before they could iwj res 
cued. 
One man, w« dged under the wreck 
age, was noticed to be alive, and one of his 
comrades 
undertook to remove him by 
grasping his hand 
The rescuer was horri 
fieri when ho broke the mail’s fingers, which 
had been frozen whdeho was in this deplora­ 
ble condition. 
Another man was seen un 
dernoath th« wreck, all his body being visi­ 
ble ex cept the head, which was horribly

The trainmen think the boilers of the en­ 
gines ex ploded when the trams struck, and 
that this caused the damage to the bridge.

The enormous power of the greAt 
San Francisco vigilance committee of 
1856 is well illustrated by their ex ectr- 
tion of Brace and Hetherington. It 
was generallj known about the city 
that two men at least were to be ex e­ 
cuted that day. A scaffold was erected 
in the open « street, and thousands of 
the vigilance military force were under 
arms. 
Infantry 
companies 
were 
marched out and posted at various 
points commanding every avenue o 
'approach to the committee building, 
and beyond these the cavalry were eta 
tioned. 
Loaded brass cannon were 
placed at every corner of the square, 
and the gunners stood by with torches 
ready lighted, 
A dense square of sol­ 
diers four or five deep surrounded the 
scaffold, which consisted of a platform 
eight feet square, elevated ten feet 
'above the street on four heavy posts. 
Heavy upright posts on opposite sides 
of the platform supported a cross-tie 
seven and a half feet above it. 
Fas 
tened to the cross-tie were two noosecl 
ropes. 
All the while this engine was 
building the vigilant forces were ma­ 
neuvering about the vicinity, marching 
and countermarching, with the aids-de- 
camp riding hither and thither. An 
immense concourse of lookers-on had 
assembled, filling the 
streets, bal­ 
conies, windows, and roofs for four or 
five squares around. 
Everything was in readiness by 5:30. 
The prisoners were brought out and 
placed in separate carriages, although 
they had to be taken only around the 
corner. A procession then formed in 
front of the committee-rooms, consist­ 
ing of the Ex ecutive Committee, a 
'company of patrolmen, and the prison­ 
ers, with their guards, in carriages. 
The Ex ecutive Committee took their 
position to the north of the scaffold 
and the patrolmen surrounded it. 
One of the carriages then drove up 
;to the scaffold stairs, and out of it 
stepped 
an intelligent, fine-looking. 
man about 21 years of age, dressed in 
black coat, dark vest, checked cassi- 
mere pants, and Panama hat. This 
was Brace, a man of talent and educa 
tion. His arms were tied behind at the 
elbows; his hands were in his panta 
loon pockets; his eyes were nearly 
closed, and every muscle of his pale 
face seemed stretched to its utmost 
tension in the desperate effort of the 
yonng man to nerve himself up for a 
death of bravado. He was led up the 
steps by the guard and placed on the 
south side of the scaffold. From the 
other carriage Hetherington was taken 
and placed beside him. 
Hetherington 
was a tall man, dressed in black, with 
a sun-burned, 
full-whiskered face, 
earnest and serious. His head was 
covered with a straw hat and his arms 
were bound like those of the other. 
The ex ecutioner, in muslin robe and 
cap, was on the platform, and several 
other persons. The culprits’ legs were 
bound, their collars removed, and the 
noose put around their necks. The

J et, and What It Comet From. 
J et is the commonest substance in 
use for personal ornaments, and yet 
not one out of 1,000 persons knows 
where it comes from or what it is com­ 
posed of. 
As to its composition, how­ 
ever, nothing is really known, for sci­ 
entists have endeavored in vain to ana­ 
lyze it and settle its origin, but their 
ex periments 
have only resulted in 
theories. In its character and forma­ 
tion it is closely allied to amber, and 
the common belief is that it is wood 
partly converted into coal, although 
there are some who believe it to be a 
species of petroleum. 
The English 
jet, which is the most popular, is dug 
on the coast of Yorkshire, near Whitby 
and Scarborough. 
The trade from 
Whitby dates back to the latter part of 
the six teenth century, and yet is known 
to have been used for ornaments by 
the early Britons and their Boman con­ 
querors. 
The price of the raw mater­ 
ial is from 10 to 18 shillings a pound. 
It is worked 
altogether by hand. 
Pieces are sawed to the proper size 
and then the pattern is scratched upon 
the jet with a sharp-pointed instru­ 
ment. 
Then the workman takes a 
knife and commences to whittle the 
piece of jet just as you might a stick of 
wood, the material working easil 
With his knife and with small chise 
he works out the pattern, after which 
the piece is taken to a grindstone and 
the rough parts are ground off. Swift- 
whirling wheels do the polishing, ex ­ 
cept where there are deep incisions in 
the oreament, in which case boys finish 
the polishing with thin strips of list. 
Brilliancy is given to the ornament by 
sprinkling on a little rouge and polish­ 
ing lightly with a rubber. 
J et was 
once used almost entirely in the way 
of pins, bracelets, etc., but now the 
larger part of the output is made up 
into dress-trimmings. — St. Lo u is lie-
